many trips across the water," the 
secretary said as he stapped aboard 
a train which will take him to Wash- 
ington. 


This was the only statement the 


secretary said he eared to make un- 
til his return to Washington, where 
he promised a broad review of his 
voyage and its results.

they did not doubt but that they re- 
flected Mr. Baker's feeling when 
they said there was complete optim- 
ism and confidence among the peo- 
ples of the entente nations that the 
war would be won .. '

Reach *2S7,000,000 In 1917 Against 


$225,000,000 In Last Peace Year- 
Investigations Show That the Ene- 
my; Has Been Busy In Every State In; 
the Union—Loss of $0,000,000 Worth 
of Grain Laid to Enemy Torch. 


'Since the United/States entered the 


world war on the side of theiallies, the 
value of the monition factories, grain 
elevators, "stock yards, oil properties, 
cotton, marine properties, tanneries, 
and "other industries vital to the war 
efficiency of ; the nation, which have 
been 'destroyed as a result of known 
Incendiary or suspicious origin, is more 
than $50,000,000, and of this amount 
over $43,000,000 represents fire's in 
which the damage done amounted to 
$100,000 or more in each specific in- 
stance. 


A table has been prepared by the na- 


tional board otfire underwriters, which 
gives-ljy months the statistical story of 
tKe damage wrought in the United 
States by , enemy incendiaries since 
April 1, last. 


.This table shows that the enemy has 
been busy in every part of .the country 
In eleven instances the damage done 
equaled or exceeded $1,000,000, the 
most disastrous of the conflagration: 
being that which in October last de- 
stroyed piers and war supplies in Bal 
timore valued at-$8,5QO,000. 


Only $100,000 or More, • 


.The grain destroyed by the enemy 


torch has totaled since we went to war 
inore.tnan $6,000,000; that of piers and 
other marine properties over $5,000,- 
000; the oil and oil products loss has 
amounted to more than $6,000,000 
while the loss due to incendiarism on 
timber lands and in lumber yards 
reaches a total of over ^6;4QO,GOO. All 
these totals refer only to fires in which 
the loss was $100,000 or more. 


The total fire losses in 1917 were 


the greatest of any year In the history 
of the United States, except 1906, when 
the great fire which followed the San 
Francisco earthquake swelled the to- 
tal for that year to $450,710,000. The 
1917 record exceeds that of 1916 by 
about $37,000,000, and that of 1915 by 
more than $84,000,000. 


The total- fire losses in America dur- 


ing:;1913, the last peace year, amount- 
ed, according to the Journal of Com- 
merce, to about $225,000,000; In 1914, 
the first year of the war, to $236,000,- 
000; in 1915 to $183,000,000, and in 
.1916 to $^1,000,000, while in 1917 the 
losses due to fire, with the figure for 
December estimated at •$25,000,000.was 
about $276,000,000.

Included 
In the long list are tanneries, flour 
mills, leather factories, coal pockets, 
car and machine shops, iron mills, 
navy yard structures, -chemical works 
of all kinds, automobile manufacturing 
plants, gasoline tanks, food ware-

Cover Whole Country. 


The national board of fire underwrit- 


ers was, at the outbreak of war, asked 
by the government to co-operate in the 
effort that the government is making 
to combat the flre menace. The result 
has been that the national board has 
devoted the entire work Of a majority 
of its officials and fire experts to the 
government service, and its inspectors 
cover every part of the country, inves- 
tigating all fires, regardless of whether 
the properties, damaged or destroyed, 
are insured or not These Investiga- 
tions, made in every instance by wen 
expert iu fire investigation, show that 
the loss due to fires of incendiary or 
suspicious origin which have involved 
the loss of ?100,000 or more In war mu- 
nition? or equipment has totaled, since 
April 1, m55S,OGO. 


In April, the first month of the war, 


the destruction or damage, due to fires 
involving a loss of $100,000 or more, 
amounted to S5£55,009. In that month 
there were 24 great fires In the coun- 
try, and these fires occurred in 14 dif- 
ferent states. The fire which entailed 
the heaviest loss was when grain rle- 
vators in Chicago, valued at $700,090, 
were destroyed. The value of the grain 


destroyed in that one month 


$1,700.000. The oil loss due to 


Incendiarism amounted to $770,000; 
foundries, machine shops and CRT shops 
worth $500,000 went up in flumes, while 
the loss to tfte coal and coke industry 
-totaled $400,000.

?2,OQO,000, the audited figures for that! 
month giving a total of $3,603,000, and

COUNCIL ORDERS 


EMPLOYES PAID 


SEMI-MONTHLY 


The meeting of the city council 


was called to order at 7:45 o'clock 
last night by President R. L. Wil- 
liams and all members were present. 
The minutes of the last meeting were 
read liy Clark J. S. Woodward and 
were approved and filed. 


City Solicitor Henry C 
Ashcraft 


reported that there were a number of 
cases pending in the courts against 
the city and that the case of the 
City vs. The Newark Natural Gas 
and Fuel Co., would begin this morn- 
ing at 9 o'clock. This case is to dis- 
pose of the balance of the escrow 
fund. 


The clerk submitted bills 
from 


the Advocate and Tribune amounting 
to $188 each for publishing resolu- 
tions for street improvements that 
have been started and as all street 
improvements have been held up on 
account of the inability of the city 
to sell bonds for the city's portion 
there is no fund from which the pay- 
ment of these bills can be authoriz- 
ed. He recommended that the coun- 
cil authorize the payment'from the 
contingent account of the 
general 


fund. 


The street committee recommend- 


ed the construction of a sewer 
on 


Race street just as 
soon 
as 
the 


finances of the city would permit 
that legislation to be passed and the 
improvement be made.

the army as a punishment. In Rue- 
stelngen 20 men who joined the so- 
cialist party on January 
30 were 


drafted into the army on February 
14. 


"The soldiers in general complain 


of insufficient and bad food. What 
becomes of the food articles which 
are supplied the army? The non- 
commissioned officers employed in 
the canteens continually take food 
home. In such manner some individ- 
uals enrich themselves by 
taking 


what belongs to the soldiers. Many 
officers eat as much as they like 
while the soldiers received bad meat. 
There are now troops who have been 
named 'Hunger Companies ' 


"In many instances a furlough may 


be bought 
It is granted to persons 


who have subscribed to the war loan. 
Those undesirably politically receive 
no furloughs. Soldiers belonging to 
the socialist party are treated like 
dogs." 


Deputy Stuecklen said there were 


general and severe criticism of the 
fact that soldiers 48 years of age are 
still in the trenches. He said the fur- 
lough situation was chaotic and that 
much favoritism was being shown. 


Soldiers at home were otten em- 


ployed to perform "the most ridicu- 
lous duties," declared Deputy Schoep- 
flin, socialist. One infantrymen and 
four artillery men, he said, were em- 
ployed in Swinemuende to guard the

duction, and the appeal of Arthur 
J Balfour, the British foreign sec- 
retary, for the United States to hur- 
ry troops to France. 
"All I can 


say is what I have given you," the 
secretary added. 


Mr. Baker first learned today of 


the death of Senator Stone of Mis- 
souri. "I must express my deep re- 
gret," he said. 


The secretary returned to America 


on one of the large steamships which 
flew the Werman flag before the 
United States entered the war. 


"Our party got in at 8:30 o'clock 


this morning," the secretary said. 
"Just as soon as I can find a train 
with a seat in it I am going to start 
for Washington." 


Mr. Baker said he would be pre- 


pared to discuss later the historical 
voyage which to 5k him to England 
and France where he conferred with 
the entente war leaders, military and 
political, and General Pershing, com- 
manding America's forces in France, 
and assembled military facts which 
he will present to President Wilson. 


The secretary left American shores 


about six weeks ago, arriving at a 
French port on March 10. At Paris 
he conferred with Arthur J. Balfour, 
British foreign secretary ,and Gen- 
eral Foch of the French armyl 


The great engineering feats which 


Americans have accomplished to ac- 
commodate the accumulating arrival 
of American, soldiers in France were 
inspected by the secretary. 


He toured the American lines of 


communication at one point narrow- 
ly escaping injury from a German 
shell. He visited the Belgian front 
and met King Albert of Belgium; 
went to London and was received by 
King George, and visited Premier 
Lloyd George and American Ambas- 
sador Page. 


Returning to France, Mr. Baker 


conferred with General Pershing at 
American headquarters, 
approving 


the American commander's action in 
placing his troops at the unqualified 
disposal of General Foch. 


Early this month Mr. Baker went

Venice, inspecting tha

caused by Teutonic air-raids; visited 
Italian army headquarters and was 
welcomed at Rome by the American 
ambassador and Italian officials.

Re- 
turning to Paris on April 4 he at- 
tended the ceremony held in celebra- 
tion of the anniversary of America's 
entering the war.
